It '•& also \yell to remember that cer- 


tain names hav.e come to be associated 
with occupations, such as Bridget for 
z cook, and Dinah for a colored cook. 
Flower names, like Pansy, Lily, and 
Violet, are rapidly passing out of style 
and also jewels, like Ruby and Opal. 


Parents will also do well to consider 


what happens to the names when they 
are reduced to initials. The Grays, 
for instance, should reconsider nam- 
ing their boy Henry Oliver Gray. 


The study of boys' names reveals 


William and John as most common, 
representing one in 20; then follow 
James, George, Charles, Harold, Rob- 
ert, Edward, Joseph, and Arthur. 


Boys' names are less susceptible to 


changing styles than are those of girls. 
The first five on the list have been 
steadily in that position since 1885. 


It is interesting to realize that the 


names Percy, Reginlad, and Algernon 
passed out of vogue with the British 
influence in the early part of the last 
century, probably because they came 
to be associated with certain rather 
undesirable mental characteristics.

atives on Ihe housf, flay roll. 'Al least, 
•ecords of Ihe disbursing officer sh'ow- 
ed Sunday that nol so many clerks 
with tho same surnnnies as the repre- 
sentatives for whom Ihey work are 
netting Checks from the government. 


The last pay roll of the Seventy- 


third congress shows 43 house mem- 
bers or about one out of exery 10, had 
in their offices employes with names 
identical wilh Iheir, own. For Ihe new 
congress,. Ihe tola} is down to 34, or 
approximately one in 12.
